Wilbur Borne* a* a scholar wa* not 


a success. Two afternoons out of five 
he was SUN to b* kept after school 
for not knowing bis lessons. Hlsteacn- 
er* wen all the more severe with him 
became they knew tbat If he would 
study b* might b* om of the best 
scholars In bis class. 


The reason Wilbur did not study wa* 


that he possessed a gift for that which 
absorbed hi* attention from hi* lea- 
sons. If hi* teacher* had examined 
his books instead of examining him at 
the end of tbe term they would have 
leaned the secret of Us failure. The 
flyleaves and margin* were covered 
with little sketches. 
If Jfllbnr fan- 


cied a particular subject there wen 
few picture* on the book; if be die- 
liked it then were many. Be detested 
grammar, and tbe book from which he 
studied tbls subject was literally cov- 
ered wltb sketches of face* and fig- 
ures. 


Wben It was Dually proved tbat no 


one could beat what is commonly call- 
ed education Into young Hornet and 
his predilection for art became notice 
able be was advised to go to an art 
school and learn to Illustrate books. 
Tbls was easier said than done, for his 
mother was a widow, and there was 
no money in the family to pay bis tui- 
tion. However, he wa* so captivated 
with tbe Idea of being an artist tbat 
be concentrated his efforts upon mak- 
ing a- sum by bard work and saving 
to put him tbrougb tbe school. This 
was tbe only period In Wilbur Burnes' 
life In which be ever worked, for, 
though he afterward spent much time 
at bis easel, be could not be said to be 
at work. Indeed, so absorbed was he 
that be often found It difficult to drop 
bis brushes. 


In tbe same town where Wilbur went 


to school was a girl. Miriam Trask. 
wbo seemed to understand him and 
bad a great admiration for bim. When 
he was spoken of as a dunce she would 
retort that tbe day would come wben 
those who decried htm would be glad 
to stand In bis shoes. 
Wben Wilbur 


was graduated from tbe art school sbe 
wrote him asking If there was not 
some way by which she might earn 
money connected with his profession 
In tbe city. Be replied tbst 'the only 
way he knew of was by being a model 
Miriam possessed a beautiful neck—In- 
deed, this feature was considered 
artistically perfect—and Wilbur sug- 
gested tbst she might earn something 
by permitting artists to use It for a 
model, explaining to her tbat no one 
Person combines perfection In tbe dif- 
ferent parts of tbe body and artists 
an obliged to get a band, a foot, a 
bust, from different persons. 


Miriam concluded to go to th* city, 


ind Wilbur soon succeeded in securing 
ber engagements sufficient to give ber 
a bare living. She did not associate 
with other models, nor did she enter 
socially Into that bobemlan life for 
wblcb artists and those associated 
wltb them are famous. 


One reason especially that sbe kept

Be 
had little taste for bobemlan life and 
spent many of his evenings with ber. 


Beauty Is one thing, and it* recognl- 
lon Is another. There areiarilsts who 
wve produced beautiful thing* tbat 
bey have kept unsold for yean and 
then have parted with them for a song, 
while an ordinary picture or statue or 
story or poem may secure an enormous 
ncOtlous value. Wilbur Borne* mod- 
W In clay, and hi* work* wen highly 
commended by those who knew their 
value; hot being forced to rely on 
heir Intrinsic vain*, they remained un- 
sold. 


Miriam recognised the merit of bis 
reductions and wondered why others 
Id not rccognlxe.lt a* well a* she. 
The fact tbat he could produce such 
beautiful thing* heightened ber inter- 
est In him. and the fact tbat he coulA 


ot sell them strengthened ber love for 
1m. Tbls sympathy. whlch*was very 
ppareat to Wilbur, drew htm toward 
the girt wbo gave it and. while a 
man's love Is not so deep a* a worn- 
n's. It wa* generally understood that 
nly tbe want of th* wherewithal to 
nlld a home prevented tbe couple from 
larrying. 
Wilbur Borne*, having a stodlo foil 
f hi* art productions that be could 
ot Mil, became dltcouraged.

Sue told him tbat be would never per- 
manently meeeed In business: tbnt aa 
Boon as he bad satisfied bis immediate 
wants be would begin to pine for bis 
profession, tuus Interfering with bis 
business career, but If be would stick 
to bis artistic work be would ultimate- 
ly succeed. 


Whether It waa discouragement or 


the want of proper food. Borne* fell 
IU. Between a male chum and Miriam 
be was cared for. Miriam produced 
tbe funds tbat were absolutely neces- 
sary, and Wilbur was induced to ac- 
cept them through Miriam's colleague. 
Be could not bring himself to accept 
money from a girl, but would take It 
aa a loan from a man. In this way be 
was kept from being turned out of hi* 
room, and what little food be could 
take was provided. 


But bis illness lasted too long for 


Miriam's slender purse. Tbe day cam* 
when she was obliged to go bnngrr 
and ran behind In her rent This sbe 
kept from Wilbur. What sbe feared 
wan tbat sbe would not be able to pro- 
vide bis necessaries. 


There was another matter that per- 


plexed Miriam. Eren If sbe were able 
to provide the needful she knew tbat 
If Wilbur became aware ef what »h« 
was doing be would prevent her doing 
any more for him on account of pride 
and an unwillingness that sbe should 
deprive herself on bis account There- 
fore she bad managed to Denude htm 
tbat the sums expended were from bis 
own funds.

But the principal result of this lega- 


cy from Cunningham's aunt was a doc- 
tor, who was called In and under 
whose care Burnes began to Improve.

he was drawn still closer to her by 
tneee attentions.

Since only he and the model herself 
knew of her Identity the secret never 
got out One artist wbo was sadly in 
need of a model for a Madonna, probed! 
the matter so far as to learn that the 
painter of "St Cecilia" had given a 
check for $1.000 to a man named Cun- 
ningham. The investigator asked Can- 
nlngbam what tbe thousand dollars he 
got from the artist waa for. and he re- 
plied that an aunt bad died and left 
bun a legacy and that it bad been paid 
through tbe artist But the identity of 
the model for "St. Cecilia- waa never 
discovered. 


Tbe selection of Wilbur Burnes* 


group aa the design for tbe public 
building made his fortune. Within a 
week after tbe fact waa announced 
that he was tbe successful candidate 
for tbe order all tbe choice bits tbat 
had been accumulating In his studio 
for years were removed by purchasers. 
There waa one statuette that waa not 
sold. It waa given to Miriam. 


Tbe first thing that Wilbur Burnes 


did after receiving pay for his success- 
ful competition was to reimburse Cun- 
ningham for bis expenditures while 
Barnes was III Cunningham proposed 
to turn tbe amount over to Miriam, 
b« sbe declined to receive It and It 
waa given to a charitable fund for des- 
titute artists.

HERE ARE SOME GOOD 


HEDGES FOR FIORIOA 


The University of Florida experi- 


ment station has tried a number of 
hedges on the horticultural grounds. 
The following list supplied by F. F. 
Halma, assistant Horticulturist to the' 
station will help the home landscape 
gardener to select a suitable hedge. 
These hedges have been grown with- 
out fertilizer and have been given 
very little care. 
They have demon- 


strated tbeir ability to grow under 
treatment usually given hedges. 


"Citrus trifollata or trifoliate or- 


ange makes a practical and 
orna- 


mental hedge. The plants, which can 
be easily raised 
from 
seed 
are 


set about one foot apart. In three or 
four years they make a dense attract- 
ive bedge. The plant is said to be 
hardy as far north as New Jersey. 
Although it is not an evergreen, its 
green wood gives a bright appearance 
during winter. 
About two shearings 


a year are required. These should be 
given while the wood is green. If the 
wood 
is 
allowed to become hard, 


more work and time will be required 
for pruning. 


"White cedar makes a large, com- 


pact as well as a beautiful hedge. It is 
a native evergreen and Is propogated 
from 
cuttings 
during winter. 
The 


hedge of this plant on the experi- 
ment station grounds is about seven 
years old and is about five feet high 
and 
four 
feet 
wide. The plants 


should be set about one foot apart 
and must be pruned to Induce lateral 
growth and spreading. They may be 


sheared as often afterward as they 
become uneven. 


"Rosedale or arbor vitae is an ev- 


ergreen of compact and symmetrical 
growth. 
If planted about two feet 


apart it soon makes a dense band- 
some hedge. Its foliage is dark bluish 
green. 
Very little 
pruning 
neces- 


sary. 
The plants grow easily from 


cuttings. 


"Cherry laurel, a native plant that 


grows easily from seed 
has 
been 


planted extensively because of its 
beauty and hardiness. It is an ever- 
green and stands shearing well. The 
plants are set about eight to ten inch- 
es apart but must be topped to in- 
duce spreading near the ground. 


"Camphor makes a desirable hedge. 


The plants may be set about a foot 
apart, but they should be defoliated 
and the side branches pruned back 
before they are set, or they are apt 
to die. They are propogated by seed. 


"Abelia grandiflora is well adapted 


to bedge planting and can be highly 
recommended. 
Throughout summer 


it produces an abundance of white 
flowers. It is a hardy evergreen that 
is propogated by cuttings. 


"The native hollies may also be 


used for hedges and they promise 
well In thia capacity." 


Capt. W. S. Warner, 
of 
Tampa, 


plans to make potash from the sea- 
weed of the Sargasso Sea. The man- 
ufacturing plant is to be a huge barge 
with a capacity of producing 200 tons 
of ashes per day.

The concensus of opinion was that 


many accounting difficulties confront- 
ing the boards could be obviated bv 
centralizing the funds in one designat- 
od depository, and with a vipw of fa- 
cilitating tlio operation of the law. 
and co-operating with our county of- 
ficials, a committee consbtmg of S 
A. Wood, Cashier of tlio Volusia Coun- 
ty bank, and D B TutPn. cashier of 
the First National bank. DcLand was 
appointed to formulate an equitable 
plan for thp participation of each of 
the banks of the county in the county 
deposits. 


Such an arrangement has been 


reached by the committee and

IS TO BE COMPLETED 


Daytona Daily News: The board of 


county 
commissioners at 
DeLand 


Monday awarded the contract for th,» 
construction of the east nine miles ot 
the 
Daytona-DeLand road to F. G. 


jProudfoot. The road is to be built ot 
asphaltic concrete blocks and the cost 
of the construction is to be $1.53 per 
square yard. 


Commissioner J. D. Maley, in con- 


versation with the Daily News stated 
that it was his idea that the work on 
the road should not be commenced un- 
til after the close of the tourist sea- 
son, but that this would be a matter 
that would come entirely under the 
Jurisdiction of the new board of coun- 
ty commissioners, which assumes of- 
fice on January 1. 


The 
contract with Mr. Proudfoot 


calls for the construction of a nine- 
foot road and stipulates that it must 
be completed within 100 days 
work is commenced. 


In connection with the DeLand-Day^ 


tona road Commissioner Maley-stated 
that seven miles of the brick, com- 
mencing at a point nine miles from 
Daytona and going westward had al- 
ready been completed and he asked 
the Dally News to urge upon the pub;

this completed stretch. The road Is 
but nine feet in width and the shoul- 
ders'to it are not yet completed, so 
that when a driver is approaching an- 
other car he should take precautions 
to find a safe place to turn out and.

dale schools have had the distinction 
of being tne only schools In the Unit 
ed States to have enrolled In the stu 
dent bods- a member of the only re 
malnlng band of unsubdued Indians 
the Semlnolfes.

a success. Two afternoon* out of flv 
he was sure M be kept after school 
for not knowing bis lesson*. HI* teach- 
on wen all the more severe with blm 
beetuM they knew tbat If be would 
study be might be on* of the 
scholars In hi* clase. 


The reason Wilbur did not study 


tbat he possessed a gift for tbat which 
absorbed hi* attention from his lea- 
sons. If hi* teacher* had examined 
hi* book* Instead of examining him at 
the end of tbe term they would have 
learned the secret ef hi* failure. Tbe 
flyleaves and margin* were coverei 
with little iketcbe*. 
lf_WUbttr fan- 


ded a particular subject then 
few picture* on the book; If be die- 
liked It then wen many. He detested 
grammar, and tbe book from which he 
studied tbls subject was literally cov- 
ered with sketches of face* and fig- 
ures. 


When It was finally proved tbat no 


one could beat what I* commonly call- 
ed education Into young Barnes uti 
his predilection for art became notice- 
able he was advised to go to an art 
school and learn to Illustrate books. 
This was easier said than done, for his 
mother was a widow, and there was 
no money In the family to pay bis tui- 
tion.

Then areiardits who 
have produced beautiful thing* thai 
they have kept unsold for yean am 
then have parted with them for a song 
while an ordinary picture or statue or 
story or poem may necon an enormous 
fictitious value. Wilbur Burnes mod- 
eled In clay, and his work* wen highly 
commended by those who know their 
value; but being forced to rely on 
their intrinsic vain*, they remained un- 
sold. 


Miriam recognised tbe merit of hi* 


production* and wondered why other* 
did not recognize ,lt a* well a* (be. 
Tbe fact tbat be could produce inch 
beautiful thing* heightened her Inter- 
est In blm. and the fact tbat be could 
not sell them strengthened her love for 
him. This sympathy. wblcb*wa* very 
apparent to Wilbur, drew blm toward 
the girl who gave It and. while a 
man's love I* not so deep as a wom- 
an'*. It wa* generally understood that 
only tbe want of th* wherewithal to 
build a home prevented tbe couple from 
marrying. 


Wilbur Burnt*, having a studio full 


of hi* art production* tbat be could 
not Mil, became discouraged. H* bad 
•o far concentrated bh attention upon 
ordinary work to make money enough 
to pay bit way through the art acnool. 
and bo began n tfctaS tbat be must 
drop what be considered a pleasure 
and take up what wa* real work la 
order to avotd (tarvatlon. Bo wa* 
really hungry, »omstlm«* not having 
the wbonwUkal to pay for • meal 
MlrlHt WM maktac a mode* Uvtng 
not only by sitting to bave her nock 
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whatever of hi* want* *ht might bo 
•hie to do. but whenever bo wa* hun- 
griest be kept away from her. 


One day be told her that be w** 


thinking of giving up art and seeking 
a position In commercial life. Miriam 
wa* aghast at such a proposition and 
endeavored to prevent Its ndoptlon 
She told him that be would never per- 
manently turreed In business; tbnt a* 
soon as be bad satisfied his Immediate 
wants he would begin to pine for his 
profession, thus Interfering with hi* 
business career, but If be would stick 
to bis artlctlc work be would ultimate- 
ly succeed.

HEDGES FOR FIORIDA 


The University of Florida experi- 


ment station baa tried a number of 
hedges on the horticultural grounds. 
The following list supplied by F. F. 
Halma, assistant Horticulturist to the 
station will help the home landscape 
gardener to select a suitable hedge. 
These hedges have been grown with- 
out fertilizer and have been 
given 


very little care. They have demon- 
strated their ability to grow under 
reatrnent usually given hedges. 
"Citrus trifoliata or trifoliate 


ange makes a practical 
and 
orna- 


mental hedge. The plants, which can 
be easily raised 
from 
seed 
are 


set about one foot apart. In three or 
our years they make a dense attract- 
ve hedge. 
The plant is said to be 


hardy as far north as New Jersey. 
Although it is not an evergreen, its 
green wood gives a bright appearance 
during winter. 
About two shearings 


a year are required. These should be 
given while the wood is green. If the 
wood 
allowed to become hard, 


more work and time will be required 
or pruning. 


White cedar makes a large, corn- 


act as well as a beautiful hedge. It is 
native evergreen and is propogated 


rom 
cuttings 
during winter. The 


edge of this plant on the experi- 


ment station grounds is about seven 
ears old and is about five feet high 
nd 
four 
feet 
wide. The plants 


should be set about one foot apart 
and must be pruned to induce lateral 
growth and spreading. They may be 


sheared as often afterward as they 
become uneven. 


"Rosedale or arbor vitae is an ev- 


ergreen of compact and symmetrical 
growth. If planted about two feet 
apart it soon makes a dense band- 
some hedge. Its foliage is dark bluish 
green. Very little 
pruning 
neces- 


sary. The plants grow easily from 
cuttings. 


"Cherry laurel, a native plant that 


grows easily from seed 
has 
been 


planted 
extensively because of its 


beauty and hardiness. It is an ever- 
green and stands shearing well. The 
plants are set about eight to ten inch- 
es apart but must be topped to in- 
duce spreading near the ground. 


"Camphor makes a desirable hedge. 


The plants may be set about a foot 
apart, but they should be defoliated 
and the side branches pruned back 
before they are set, or they are apt 
to die. They are propogated by seed. 


"Abelia grandiflora is well adapted 


to hedge planting and can be highly 
recommended. 
Throughout summer 


it produces an abundance of white 
flowers. It is a hardy evergreen that 
is propogated by cuttings. 


"The native hollies may also be 


used for hedges and they promise 
well In thia capacity."
